The United States immediately 


pledged support to Hammarskjold. 


Britain and Italy charged the

for continuance of U.N. operations 
in the Congo as offering the only 
chance to prevent civil war that 
many feared would involve the 
major powers in another Korean- 
style conflagration.

charged Belgium with prime re- 
sponsibility for Lumumba's death 
and called for sanctions against 
the Congo's former ruler. 


The resolution demanded the ar- 


rest of Katanga Province Presi- 
dent Moise Tshombe, in whose 
province Lumumba 
was killed, 


and M.TJ. Gen. Joseph Mobutu, 
the army chief of President Jo- 
seph Kasavu'bu's regime, and the 
disarming of all troops and police 
under their control. 


The Soviets also demanded the 


immediate disarmament and with- 
clrawal from the Congo of all Bel- 
gian forces and all Belgian per- 
sonnel. 


Some Asian and African nations 


were reported favoring adoption 
of penalties against Belgium if 
that country failed to withdraw 
both its civilian and military per- 
sonnel from the Congo. 


Belgian Foreign Minister Pierre 


Wigny in Brussels vehemently de- 
nied again that Belgium had any- 
thing to do with the arrest and 
death of the man they installed 
as head of the independent Congo 
government eight months ago. 


Stevenson told the U.N. Corres- 


pondents Association the United 
States is still working for a conr 
structive and workable solution of 
the Congo crisis, but he acknow- 
ledged the situation is grave..

Alarmed 
Over Congo 
Situation

LONDON (AP)-Western alarm 


mounted today as Communist sup- 
port for Pali-ice Lumumba's po- 
litical heirs in the Congo raised 
the fearful specter of a Korea- 
like war in the heart of Africa. 


Banner 
newspapers 
headlines 


across Western Europe 
showed 


the concern at the Soviei Union's 
offer of "all possible assistance 
and support" to the Lumumbist 
government of Antoine Gizenga, 
controlling a large part of the 
northern Congo from headquarters 
in Stanleyville. 


Fears were openly expressed 


that the U.N. attempt to prevent 
civil war in the Congo would col- 
lapse, that the Soviet Union and 
its Communist allies would sup- 
ply Gizcnga's forces', and that the 
United Slates and its allies would 
have to bulwark the Leopoldvillc 
government of President Joseph 
Kasavubu and Maj. Gen. Joseph 
Mobutu or sec the vast territory 
go to the Communists by default. 


President Nasser's United Arab 


Republic Tuesday night officially 
recognized Gizenga's regime as 
the legal government of the Con- 
go. Red China quickly lined up. 


Premier 
Chou 
En-lai 
cabled 


Gizenga: "The Chinese people are 
deeply convinced that the Congo- 
lese people will surely turn their 
Kricf into strength and, under the 
leadership of your excellency and 
the lawful Congolese government, 
will fight to the end against the 
imperialist bloc headed by the 
United Stales of America and in 
defense of the national independ- 
ence of the Congo." 


Ghana's P r e s i el e n I Kwame 


Nkrumah. always a supporter of 
Lumumba, lashed the United Nn- 


I lions for Ihc role it played in the 
| Congo and added: "The danger in 


j Hie Congo is not so much the pos- 


I sibility of a civil war 
between 


| Africans, but rather a colonialist 


war in which the colonial and im- 
perialist powers hide behind Afri- 
can puppet regimes." 


U.S. 
officials 
were 
reported 


counting heavily on dozens of the 
smaller 
nations—particularly 
in 


Africa—lo rally to the defense of' 
the United Nations. This hope was 
bolstered by India's ambassador 
to Washington. M. C. Chaglia, who 
said his g o v e r n m e n t favors 
strengthening the United Nations 
because "it is only as the United 
Nations is effective that we will 
prevent civil war." 


Tunisia's government radio at- 


tacked the Soviet action in the 
new Congo crisis, calling it "dan- 
gerous" and "risking creation of 
a new Korea." 


Observers 
in Cairo predicted 


heavy pressure on Sudanese Pre- 
mier Ibrahim Abboud to allow 
planes carrying arms and other 
supplies from the Communists and 
the U.A.R to Stanleyville to make 
the necessary refueling slop in the 
Sudan. 


Many observers in Cairo believe 


the Soviet Union is geared for a 
big arms supply program to Stan- 
leyville. Mysterious Soviet ves- 
sels recently have slipped unan- 
nounced through Ihc Suez Canal 
reportedly carrying arms and ex- 
plosives. There have been signs of 
increased Soviet arms deliveries 
to Egypt ilsclf, indicating the So- 
vicl, might be using Cairo as an 
arms depot.

Physicians nt ftnhnomnnn Med- 


ical College and Hospital believe 
Ibis Is possible. They arc conduct- 
ing experiments along these lines. 


The hospital reported today that 


tests arc being made on more 
than 500 patients with electronic 
microphones, designed to detect 
sub-sonic sounds. 


The experiments arc being con- 


duclcd by n team headed by Dr. 
Danial Mason and Dr. Joseph F. 
Uricchlo, 


The physicians, by applying an 


ullra-scnsitive microphone to the 
chest wall, hove been able to pick 
up heart sounds in the range nnd 
intensity of ! to 50 cycles per sec- 
ond. Most of these sounds arc in- 
audible to Ihe normal human car 
with a stethoscope. 


Researchers report the sounds 


form what appears to bo a stand- 
ard pattern in normally function- 
ing hearts. The pattern varies 
only with progressive age. Uo- 
searchers, therefore, 
have been 


able to set up normal patterns for 
age groups. 


It is hoped that this method 


eventually will permit physicians 
to delect departures from
